The President emphasized at his 
news conference, however, t h a t 
the United States stands firmly 
behind its offer to suspend nuclear 
{testing even though some scientif­ 
ic disadvantage m ay result. 
If the United States ever holds 
another big nuclear test, the Pres­ 
ident said he would invite any 
.other country to lire rockets and 
use other scientific instruments to 
check on American p r o g r e s s 
toward a “ clean’’ bomb free of 
radioactive fallout.

on

Eisenhower told a news confer­ 
ence that he does not know ot any 
provision under the Constitution 
for such a referendum.
